Just about eight years ago, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World was astonished 
by the report that the senior four- 
year-old Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline

from 2,640.3 Ibs. milk in 30 days; and 
this record—a very great record for 
its time or for any time—has stood 
at the head of its class in both the 
7 and 30-day divisions to the present 
time. But in this issue of the official 
reports, [| am able to announce that 
this record, great as it 1s, has been 
very much exceeded by the work of 
Agatha Pontiac; she having produced 
29.52 Tbs. fat from 575.8 Ibs. milk in 
7 days, 112.081 fbs. fat from 2,365.5 
Ibs. milk in 380 days. One of the re- 
markable points in this test is the high 
per cent fat shown; for where Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline showed an averag 
of 4.17 per cent fat, Agatha Pontiac 
shows an average of 5.13 per cent.

tent of 8.4 per cent, or a total of 
1.512 tbs. fat. The next milking which 
was a trifle late, showed 23.2 Ibs. of 
milk with a fat content of 5 per cent. 
I believe that no Holstein-Friesian 
cow in an apparently normal condi- 
tion has ever produced as high a per 
cent fat as that shown for the one 
milking while under constant watch.

The regular call for 
The Annual the annual meeting ap- 
Meeting. pears in another col- 

umn. It will be seen 
that a numbar of resolutions propos- 
ing amendments to the constitution 
or by laws will be introduced. It 
will be well for every member to 
study the propositions and come to 
the meeting with a settled convic- 
tion as to the desirability or unde- 
sirability of such changes. 

Among these resolutions is one by 
I’. F. Field of Brockton, Mass., which 
has to do with fixing the place of 
holding the annual meeting. It is 
specified that for the year 1913, the 
Board of Officers, in the absence of 
a vote of the Association, shall desig- 
nate some place within the following 


named states: Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, Ohfo Tennessee, West 


Virginia, or Wisconsin. For the year 
1914 the meeting shall be held = at 
some point designated within these 
states: Arizona, Arkansas, California, 
(Colorado, Idaho, lowa, Kansas, Louis- 
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iana, Minnesota, Missouri, Montana, 
Nebraska, Nevada, New Mexico, Tex- 
as, Utah, Washington or Wyoming. 
For the vear 1915 it must be held at 
some point in the following named 
states: Maine, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, Maryland, New York, 
New Jersey, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Pennsylvania, or Virginia. 
We are glad to note that Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana 
are on the eligible list for they are 
important Holstein-Friesian states, 
but it doesn’t seem hardly fare to 
leave out little Delaware from the 
eastern division, Michigan from. the 
middle west and the Dakotas and 
Oklahoma from the far western di- 
vision. What unpardonable sin have 
they committed that they should be 
relegated in this way? We had sup- 
posed all along that Michigan was 
certainly on the map. We thought 
that D. D. Aitken lived in Michigan. 


We don’t just see why some of our 
Atlantic coast states should be plac- 
ed in the middle west division, but of 
course it wouldn’t matter much if 
they were given to the Pacific coast 
div'sion. We do not know just why 
the country is sectioned off in this 
way, but supposed that it was to 
equalize distances; but suppose that 
the annual meeting should be locat- 
ed at Key West, Florida, one of the 
middle western states, next year, the 
Holstein-Friesian breeders of Seattle, 
Washington, would have to. travel 
some 500 miles farther than if the 
meeting was held in some city in the 
eastern division. If the design is to 
<o divide as to equalize membership, 
there ought to be two divisions, New 
York in one and the balance of the 
country in the other. No doubt ‘this 
question will be finally settled satis- 
factorily to everybody concerned.

A. R. O. Bulls. Hoxie of Chicago, 

in regard to estab- 
lishing a system of prizes for A. R, 
O. bulls is as good as can be devised, 
but it does seem as though the class- 
es suggested were too artificial and 
somewhat lacking in that quality of 
elasticity which would enable them 
to include all cases of equal merit. 
It seems to us too much like the 
childish game of “tip, tap, toe, three 
men in a row,” i. e, bulls don’t seem 
to count unless they chance to appear 
in just such a specified order. Take 
any one of the proposed classes, no 
matter how many daughters of merit 
are produced, if a singie age-div’sion 
happens to be skipped, elizibility fora 
‘prize would ‘be forfeited ,even though 
a large surplus of eligible heifers 
were to be found in some other age- 
class. Nature as a rule does not 
seem to act in such an exact and 
mathematical order. It is more vari- 
able and less methodical. 


It would seem as though 
Auditing the various resolutions 
Accounts. proposing “auditing com- 

mittees” and “expert ac- 
countants” to examine into the con- 
duct of the affairs of the association 
are in the direction of expensive 
and superfluous luxuries and wholly 
perfunctory in nature. Why go to 
this trouble and expense when it is 
well known that the present secre- 
tary is the only person in the Asso- 
ciation, or out, who is capable of con- 
ducting the affairs of the office, or 
who is ‘willing to sacrifice himself to 
the needs of the association?

NEW HAMPSHIRE HOLSTEIN 
BREEDERS ENTHUSE. 


The Cheshire county Holstein 
breeders’ club met April 23 ‘with 
the farmers of Rindge. This was the 
first meeting of the club since its or- 
ganization at Keene early in the win- 
ter. The visiting members were met 
at the train by the local members and 
taken to the farms of the Holstein 
breeders and were shown over 100 


herd of high class black and white 
cattle.

This number comprises 
junior 3-year-olds, a senior 2-year-old 
and twelve junior 2-year-olds, (the 
average age being 2 years 3 months) 
and the whole number average 20.44 
Ibs. each—an unprecedented show- 
ing. King Fayne Segis was by King 
Segis and from the former world’s 
champion cow, Grace Fayne 2d’s 
Homestead, (35.55 Ibs.) 

The dam’s sire, Aaggie Cornuco- 
pia Pauline Count, is a great trans- 
mitting son of Aaggie Cornucopia 
Pauline, (34.32 tbs.), who held the 
world’s record in the senior 4-year 
class for over eight years. The 
dam’s dam, a 26-tb. 4-year-old, is a 
daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad, 
who is proving a worthy son of his 
wonderful dam, Colantha 4th’s Jo- 
hanna, (35.32 tb.), whose year’s milk 


record of 27,482.5 lbs. is. still the 
largest ever made. 
This is breeding that can be de- 


pended upon. 

The other one is a heifer born No- 
vember 19, 1911. She was sired by 
Segis Fayne Hengerveld, who was by 
King Fayne Segis, (mentioned above) 
and from the former world’s cham- 
pion 3-year-old, Bloomingdale Hen- 
serveld Ormsby, (31.46 tbs. at 3 
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years), who is a daughter of Henger- 
veld De Kol. The dam, a 17.56-Ib. 
2-year-old, was by Mr. Averill’s won- 
derful young sire, The King of But- 
Kings, and from Johanna Celeste, 
a 26-Tb. 4-year-old daughter of Colan- 
tha Johanna Lad.. Five dams in her 
pedigree have records averaging 33.63 
Ibs. each. Twenty of her 
dams average 28.46 Ibs. each. 

Her sire, Segis Fayne Hengerveld, 
is a faultless individual and one that 
is sure to be heard from when his 
daughters are old enough to freshen. 
His two nearest dams, (one a junior 
d-year-old), average 33.5 Ibs. each, 
and each has been a world’s cham- 
pion in her class. He is a grandson 
of Hengerveld De Kol and King 
Segis, who need no mention, as they 
speak for themselves. 

Taking up the dam’s side of t¢' 
pedigree, we find The King of Butter 
Kings, whose pedigree gives ample 
confirmation of his title. It is stated 
that 99% of all the 30-tb. cows of the 
breed, come of ancestry that appears 
somewhere in the pedigree of The 
King of Butter Kings.

Pon- 
tiac Rag Apple is a full sister to Pon- 
tiac Clothilde De Kol 2d, who was the 
first 37-tb. cow of the breed, and also 
the first cow to produce 1000 tbs. of 
butetr fat in a year. Pontiac Rag 
Apple is also sister to the only other 
2 37 and 38-tb. cows of the breed. 
Pontiac Korndyke and Hengerveld 
De Kol now have eighteen 30-Ib 
daughters, the former having ten, 
which include the three largest rec- 
ord dams of the breed. 

The dam’s dam is a 26-Ib. daughter 
of Colantha Johanna Lad, whose 
daughters are making a_= splendid 
showing. The dam of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad, Colantha 4th’s Johanna, 
was the first 35-Ib. cow of the breed, 
and is the only cow that ever held 
the records for all periods from one 
day to three hundred and sixty-five. 
The sires in the first six generations 
back of this heifer have produced 
forty-two 30-tb. daughters. 

Viewed from any angle, taking in- 
to consideration both records and in- 
dividuality, this is one of the strong- 
est bred heifers ever born. 

It is a pleasure to pedigree animals 
of this quality, and it must afford 
Mr. Averill great satisfaction to look

SCORING CONTEST FOR BUTTER, 
CHEESE AND MARKET MILK. 


The Department of Dairy Industry, 
Cornell Agricultural College conducts 
each month a scoring contest for but- 
ter, cheese and market milk. The 
purpost of this contest is to give an 
opportunity to New York State dairy- 
men to send their product to the col- 
lege and have it scored by expert 
judges. Investigation has shown that 
many dairy plants in the state are 
not receiving so high a price for their 
products as they might if the quality 
were better. A butter or cheese- 
maker working in a single plant has 
little opportunity to compare the 
quality of his product with that of 
other factories and is’ compelled to 
take any price that a dealer may of- 
fer him. There are many plants in 
the state that are receiving a premi- 
um over New York quotations be- 
cause their goods are of high quality 
and the makers are aware of the real 
value of their products. 

If any dairyman in the state sends 
a sample of his product to the Col- 
lege of Agriculture once each month 
for scoring by experts who are fami- 
liar with market standards, and re- 
ceives a report giving a detailed score 
of his product, he has a definite basis 
on which to work for its improve- 
ment. The-men who have been tak- 
ing part in the monthly scoring con- 
tests state that the suggestions they 
have received have been of much 
value ito them; in fact, the man who 
received both the gold and the silver 
medal for butter at the State Fair last 
fall says his success was due direct- 
ly to the suggestions he received from 
the scoring contest. We believe 
many ‘butter and cheese factories 
could receive much better prices for 
their goods if they knew definitely 
the real quality of their product and 
could maintain it at a high standard. 
This would mean greater success for 
the factory and better pay for the 
patrons. 

The scoring contests are conduct- 
ed on the last Friday but one in each 
month. It is hoped that many but- 
ter and cheese-makers and milk 
dealers will avail themselves of this 
opportunity to have their products 
scored by experts and receive sugges- 
tions for improvement that will lead 
to better prices and greater financial 
returns. Diplomas are given to those 
who maintain a certain average 
score throughout the year.
